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2014 Chevrolet Captiva Sport 


The Daewoo key 
has been repeated 
in the 2014 Captiva. 
It is very similar to 
the Saturn system. 
The Captiva uses 
the GM “Circle 
Plus” transponder 
system. This article 
will illustrate the opening 
procedure, disassembly, 
cylinder removal and 
methods for originating a 
“first key” for this vehicle. 


The 2014 Chevrolet 
Captiva has two lock 
cylinders. There is a 
cylinder in the drivers’ 
door and Ignition. There 
are no rear hatch or glove 
box cylinders. 
The ignition will 
contain tumblers 
in positions 1-8. 
The door cylinder 
contains tumblers 
in positions 1-8. 
Both cylinders 
are “keyed- 
alike,” from the 
factory. The 
B114R keyway 
has eight positions and four 
depths. The fastest and 
most satisfactory method of 
making these keys has been 
to “read” the door cylinder to 
make a working key. “Sight 
reading” the door cylinder 
is to be preferred over any 
other method. Codes were 


not found on any cylinder. The code is stamped on a 
thin aluminum tag that accompanies the original keys. 
The ignition cylinder is “column mounted,” with an 
active retainer. 


The door cylinder can be easily removed from the 
door by a screw retainer in the door edge. It is not 
necessary to remove the door trim panel to free the 
door cylinder. 


The first step 
in any service 
procedure is to 
determine the 
“model year” of 
the vehicle. The 
10th digit of the 
VIN number 
will reveal the 
model year. The 
VIN number will 
be found on a 
sticker label in 
the drivers door 
channel. The 
Model Year is 
identified as “E.” 
This makes the 
vehicle a 2014 
Model. The “Date 
of Manufacture” 
(upper right 
corner) is 
“04/14.” This may 
be important on 
vehicles that have 
a variant “upgrade 
or update” during 
the model year. 
(The last four 
digits of the VIN 


number have been obscured for security reasons.) 
(See Figure 1.) 


A metal tag, in the lower left corner of the 
windshield also shows the VIN number for this 
vehicle. The 10th digit of the VIN number is “E,” 
showing this to be a 2014 model auto. (See Figure 2.) 


From the Fast Facts index, we find Key Plate 
“GM68a,” for the 2014 Chevrolet Captiva Sport. The 
Key plate shows: tumbler locations, depth and space 
information, code series and the correct key blade for 
this vehicle. The key shown is the Strattec 7011685 
Circle Plus blank. The “work key” used was an ILCO 
# EB3-W-B114R. This keyway was used by the Saturn 
Vue, in the (+) (circle plus) variety. (See Figure 3.) 


From the Fast Facts™ Key Plate we find:

Other important key making information is found 
on this Key Plate, but the above is the most important, 
along with the key making suggestions in the lower 
left corner of the plate. 


A vertical lock button at the rear corner of the 
driver and passenger door panels controls the 
mechanical locking. Lift the button to unlock the door. 
(See Figure 4.) 


The Electrical Door Lock Control is found on the 
drivers door electrical console. When the vehicle is 
locked with the RKE Fob, this switch will be disabled. 
(See Figure 5.) 


The vertical button at the rear of the door panel can 
be easily accessed with a “strap tool.” The strap tool 
is made from a piece of plastic binding strap, used to 
bundle large boxes for shipment. The strap is folded, 
and the fold flattened to hold the crease. A piece of 
adhesive “sand paper” is applied to the inside of the 
creased end to enhance the grip of the strap. (See 
Figure 6.) 


Carefully wedge the top of the doorframe. Pass 
the folded end of the tool inside the passenger 
compartment. Work the tool down, along the edge of 
the door to bring the folded end over the lock button, 
as you see in the in-set. Pull the strap tight, and lift 
the button to unlock the door. Remove the wedge and 
open the door. 


The vertical button tool is also a quick way to unlock 
door. Carefully wedge the glass away from the plastic 
trim using a plastic or wood wedge. The glass is tight, 
so use care not to displace the plastic trim along the 
bottom of the glass. The hook is pointed toward the 
outside of the door. Contact the vertical lock “button 
linkage” behind the window channel. Bind and lift 
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the button rod to unlock the door. Rubber tips on the 
vertical button tool enhance the gripping function. The 
lock linkage (at the rear of the cylinder) can “not” be 
used to unlock the door. It has a “fixed pawl” actuator. 
Carefully remove the tool and wedge. The Passenger 
door is always the preferred door to open using this 
method, as it has fewer electrical wires. (See Figure 7.) 


Here is the Dash Stowage or Glove Box. There is no 
lock cylinder in the glove box. (See Figure 8.) 


There is no lock cylinder or mechanical release in 
the rear lift gate. This door is opened by an electrical 
switch under the top license plate trim. The trim 
conceals the license plate lights and the Hatch Release 
Switch. When the vehicle has been unlocked with 
the key or “Remote Keyless Entry” (RKE) fob, this 
switch will be active. Press the Hatch Release button 
to release the lift gate. When the vehicle is locked, the 
switch will be disabled. (See Figure 9.) 


The rear seatbacks fold forward when the seatback 
release lever is lifted. This allows access to the rear 
stowage. There is no inside release for the rear hatch. 
(See Figure 10.) 


If there is no electrical power, or the electric 
hatch release fails, the rear hatch can be released 
mechanically. Here is the location of the access panel.

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Pry up this trim panel to reveal the top of the latch. 
Press down the lever to release the hatch. (See Figure 
11.) 


The door cylinder is incorporated into the pull 
handle trim. The cylinder trim is retained by a Torx 
head machine screw accessible in the edge of the door. 
It is not necessary to remove the door trim panel to 
remove this cylinder. (See Figure 12.) 


A reflective “sticker” in the edge of the door 
conceals the access hole for the door cylinder 
retaining screw. A rubber plug might have been a 
classier method of concealing this hole. Carefully 
remove the “sticker,” to reveal the retaining screw. 
(See Figure 13.) 


The T-30 Torx head fastener secures the door 
cylinder in the door. Turn the screw counterclockwise 


to release the door cylinder. The screw must be 
backed out of the cylinder housing, to allow it to be 
removed, as you see. The screw is retained by a plastic 
retainer. Do not remove it from the door. (See Figure 
14.) 


Carefully lift the cylinder away from the door. It will 
partially come out. It is connected to the lock linkage. 
Use a small flat blade screwdriver, under the cylinder, 
to release the plastic rod clip and free the cylinder. 
(See Figure 15.) 


When the Rod Clip is released, the cylinder will 
come out. The lock Linkage and Attachment screw 
can be seen in the opening. The Lock Linkage Rod 
should be “tied off” with a piece of string. It didn’t 
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seem to be able to fall down into the door, but it is a 
safe precaution. We’ll use the string again, when we 
re-install the cylinder. (See Figure 16.) 


Here we see the Door Cylinder. The threaded 
Attachment Screw Hole, at the rear of the cylinder 
accepts the attachment screw, to secure the cylinder 
in the door. Retaining Tabs, at the front and rear of the 
Plastic Cap secure the Trim Cap to the cylinder. Gently 
lift the tabs, to remove the Trim Cap. The Retaining 
Clip retains the Lock Pawl and Rod Connector. The 
Lock Pawl is “keyed” to the Lock Plug. It will only 
go on one way. This is not a Strattec product. Parts 
support is through the dealer only. (See Figure 17.) 


The disassembled door cylinder. Remove the 
Plastic Trim Cap, Retaining Clip and Lock Pawl. The 
“Easy-Off” cap can be pried up with a small flat blade 
screwdriver and removed. This cylinder Plug will slide 
out of the Cylinder Body. Use care when removing the 
Plug. The wafers are not retained. (See Figure 18.) 


The Door Cylinder is a True Double-Sided 
configuration. Wafers contact both sides of the key. If 
you are “sight reading” this cylinder, you will find four 


wafer bittings at the bottom of the keyway and four 
wafer bittings at the top of the keyway. The bottom 
front wafer will be the “front-most” wafer (Position 
#1). The top front wafer will be the “second” wafer 
(Position #2). All eight wafers are contained in the 
door cylinder. (See Figure 19.) 


The wafers are numbered to indicate their bittings. 
The bittings are: 3 – 3 – 4 – 4 – 2 – 1 – 1 – 1. This is the 
complete key. Reassemble the cylinder and install it, to 
complete the job. If you will be “rekeying” the cylinder, 
use ASP keying kit #A-13-101. (For the Aveo, Catera, 
Daewoo, and Pontiac Lemans) (See Figure 20.) 


For the installation of the lock, the Lock Control 
Rod is held in position by a piece of string. Here, we 
are using a piece of yellow Nylon masons string. Pull 
the rod forward, while positioning the lock pawl over 
the tip of the rod. Guide the rod into the plastic rod clip 
and latch the clip to the rod with an “L” Tool. When 
the rod is clipped to the cylinder, remove the string.

Position the cylinder in the opening and tighten the 
retaining screw, to secure the cylinder in the door. (See 
Figure 21.) 


The Ignition Cylinder is on the right side of the 
steering column. A two-piece plastic trim shell 


surrounds the column. The shell must be removed 
to access the ignition cylinder “active retainer.” (See 
Figure 22.) 


There are Trim Screws at the left and right sides 
of the trim shell. These must be removed to separate 
the shell for removal. If you have a working key, it 
is a simple task to rotate the wheel left and right, to 
access the screws. If the ignition cannot be turned, the 
wheel will have to be removed to access these screws. 
A broken key, in the ignition, can present a problem. 
(See Figure 23.) 


To remove the steering wheel, we will have to 
remove the airbag. Here is a Long Allen Wrench tool 
positioned to release the airbag retaining-latch. Access 
holes, at the left and right sides of the wheel trim, 
allow a tool to be inserted to release the latch springs. 
The Allen Wrench tool is long enough and has a 
“blunt” tip, which made it a good choice. The blunt tip 
will not injure the wires in the steering wheel. Use the 
largest size that will easily fit through the access hole. 
(See Figure 24.) 


20. 
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The Airbag Retaining Latches are wire springs. 
When the airbag is installed they latch into grooves in 
the latch posts, to secure the airbag in position. Here 
you can see the path of the Allen Wrench, as it passes 
behind the mounting plate to contact the latch spring. 
(See Figure 25.) 


This details the position of the Allen Wrench 
contacting the latch spring. Hidden lines show the 
location of the spring and tool. The spring is about 
1-5/8” from the outside of the plastic wheel trim. 
Locate the spring by feeling for the mounting plate 
and following behind it to locate the spring. Push in on 
the tool, to release the latch and lift the airbag. Repeat 
this on the opposite side of the wheel, to release 
the second latch. Remove the airbag carefully. Two 
“locking electrical plugs” must be released to separate 
the airbag from the column. Place the airbag module 
in a safe place, away from your work area. (See Figure 
26.) 


Safety dictates that the battery is disconnected 
and a 10-minute wait observed, before disconnecting 
the airbag. The ignition must not be in the ON/RUN 
position. If you will not be disconnecting the battery, 
insure that the ten-minute wait be observed after 
turning the ignition to the OFF/LOCKED position. 
Remove the key. 


This details the Airbag Latch Posts. When the 
airbag is installed, the latch springs engage the 
grooves in the latch posts, to secure the airbag in 
position. This is a nice arrangement that does not 
require any threaded fasteners. (See Figure 27.) 


After removing the airbag, we are faced with 
pulling the steering wheel. This wheel does not have 
the Tapped holes we have come to expect, to mount 
a Wheel Puller. This shows the Wheel Puller “Key 
Holes.” The ob-round holes will accept the head of a 
puller bolt. When the bolt is rotated 90° the bolt will 
grip the wheel hub for removal. (See Figure 28.)

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Notice the “Center Punched” markings on the tiller 
shaft (steering shaft) and wheel hub. These are called 
“Head Markers.” They align the wheel hub and tiller 
shaft correctly, to position the wheels “straight” when 
the steering wheel is straight. The tiller shaft on this 
vehicle is “keyed” to prevent misalignment, but the 
Head Markers will confirm proper steering wheel 
installation. 


I’m sure this tool is available somewhere, but 
Necessity became the mother of Invention. This tool 
was made in the shop, to remove this and similar 
wheels. The Puller will work on the Captiva and Aveo 
Chevrolet vehicles. The Puller Beam is made from a 
piece of 3/8” x 1-¼” x 2-¾” mild steel. The Puller bolt 
is centered on the tool. The “Key Bolts” are centered 
on the puller bolt and are 2” apart (c/c). The Puller 
Beam is tapped ½ - 20 (always a fine thread-pitch for a 
puller). The key-bolt holes are drilled 11/32” to allow 
for a little “wiggle room.” The heads of the 5/16” bolts 
were shaped on a grinder, to fit easily into the holes in 
the wheel hub. Grade 5 bolts are the best choice for 
this application. The tool is shown assembled. (See 
Figure 29.) 


To better control the position of the key bolt heads 
in the wheel hub, the tips of the key bolts were slotted 
to accept a straight blade screwdriver. This also 
indicates the position of the key-bolt head and allows 
the nut to be turned down without rotating the bolt. 
(See Figure 30.) 


The puller has been erected over the steering shaft. 
Note the positions of the screw slots. This insures 
that the “keys” have been turned to lock behind the 
steering hub. Rotate the Puller bolt clockwise to 
extract the wheel. Pull the wheel up carefully, after 
releasing it from the steering shaft. (See Figure 31.) 


Pull the wheel away carefully, as it will be tethered 
to the airbag clock spring by an electrical cable. 


Release the Locking Multi-Connector and carefully 
feed the Airbag Wires through the wheel hub, to 
remove the steering wheel. This also exposes the 
trim screws. Remove the trim screws and separate 
the column trim-shells. The top Trim piece it attached 
below the instrument cluster by a flexible leather light 


29. 
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shield. Simply hinge it up and away from the column. 
Do not remove the top shell half. (See Figure 32.) 


A single trim screw attaches the bottom trim shell. 
Remove the screw to allow the bottom trim half to be 
removed. The Lighted Bezel Ring and Transponder 
Antenna Ring surround the ignition. Remove the 
Philips screw that secures the bezel and antenna ring. 
Carefully remove the bezel and antenna ring. Allow 
them to hang by the wire harness. (See Figure 33.) 


This column is equipped with “Modular” control 
switches. Depress the locking tabs, above and below 
the switches, to remove them. Allow them to hang 
by the wire harness. This will give clear and open 
access to the ignition retainer and ignition-housing 
attachment bolts. (See Figure 34.) 


The ignition being removed. Rotate the key to the 
“Accessory” position to depress the Active Retainer. 
Depress the retainer and pull the ignition cylinder 
from the housing. It would not have been necessary 
to remove all of the components removed above, but 
for this photo, it was done for clarity. Reach up, under 


the Antenna Ring module, with an “L” tool to depress 
the retainer. It is also possible to separate the bottom 
Column trim shell far enough to access the retainer 
from below, without removing it. Use a long “L” tool or 
bent wire to depress the retainer. (See Figure 35.) 


If the ignition cannot be rotated to the Accessory 
position for removal, remove the Ignition Housing 
Attachment Bolts to remove the housing from the 
wheel post. Slot the “Headless” bolts with a Dremel 
hand grinder, to remove them with a screwdriver. Or, 
chase the bolts in a clockwise direction with a Prick- 
Punch, to loosen and remove them. Disconnect the 
ignition switch and transmission interlock cable to 
separate the housing from the vehicle. (See Figure 36.) 


The assembled ignition cylinder. The Plug of this 
cylinder must be pushed down to rotate it from the Off 
position to the OFF/Locked position for key removal. 
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The Plug Control Lug limits the plug rotation and must 
be removed before the plug can be removed from the 
cylinder shell. The thin metal Plug Control Lug Spring 
Cover, Spring and Lug must be removed. Carefully pry 
up the cover and remove the components. Remove the 
Plug Retainer to slide the Plug from the Cylinder Shell. 
The wafers are not retained. Insert a key into the plug 
to retain the wafers as the plug is removed. (See Figure 
37.) 


The disassembled ignition cylinder. The Plug 
contains eight wafers, in positions 1-8. This is a True 
Double-Sided configuration. (See Figure 38.) 


The key you see is an ILCO #EB3-W-B114R key 
blade. This is the work key we used for this vehicle. It 
was cut on an HPC 1200CM Code Machine using Code 
Card CF302 and cutter CW47MC. The key operated 
all of the cylinders satisfactorily. Search did not find 
another appropriate “work key” blank. It appears that 
this keyway is only available in a transponder key. (See 
Figure 39.) 


An original Chevrolet key for this vehicle. (See 
Figure 40.) 


The 2014 Captiva uses a Transponder 
System that is serviced by Auto Diagnostics 
software ADS-139. 


If You Have No Working Key 


Use the T-Code Pro or MVP Pro Diagnostic 
Programmer. Use AD software #ADS-139 to program 
the key. Follow programmer instructions to complete 
the programming. (16 minute wait) 


If You Have No Working Key Using the 
On-Board Programming (OBP) Procedure (3 X 
10.45 minute procedure) 


Note: Vehicles made for Canada can “Not” be 
onboard programmed. See Dealer or use the AD 
programming device. 


A. Insert an un-programmed cut key into the 
ignition and rotate it to the ON/RUN position.

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B. The Security light will illuminate for 10 minutes. 


C. When the Security light extinguishes, rotate the 
key to the OFF position. Wait five seconds, and then 
Rotate the key to the ON/RUN position. 


D. The Security light will illuminate for 10 minutes. 


E. When the Security light extinguishes, rotate the 
key to the OFF position. Wait five seconds, and then 
Rotate the key to the ON/RUN position. 


F. The Security light will illuminate for 10 minutes. 


G. When the Security light extinguishes for 
the third time the new key has been learned. All 
previously programmed keys will be erased. 


H. Rotate the key to the OFF position. Immediately 
(within 10 seconds) rotate the key to the START 
position to start the vehicle. 


Remove the new key, wait 15 seconds then 
Re-Start the vehicle to confirm that the key has been 
programmed. 


To Program additional keys 


Within 20 seconds of programming the first 
key, insert a second key and rotate it to the ON/ 
RUN position. Start the vehicle. The key will be 
programmed. 


A maximum of ten (10) keys can be programmed to 
this vehicle. 


If You Have One Working Key 


A. Insert the “working (programmed) key” into the 
ignition and rotate it to the ON/RUN position. 


B. Observe the Security indicator. It should be 
illuminated as the key is rotated to the ON-RUN 
position, and extinguish after 5 seconds. 


C. Remove the first key and insert the new 
(un-programmed) key. Rotate it to the ON/RUN 
position. 


D. Observe the Security indicator. It should be 
illuminated as the key is rotated to the ON-RUN 
position, and extinguish after 5 seconds. The key is 
then programmed. Start the vehicle to confirm that the 
key has been programmed. 


If The Key Does Not Program Using The 
Above Procedures! 


A. Insert the “working (programmed) key” into the 
ignition and start the vehicle. 


B. Observe the Security indicator. It should 
extinguish after 5 seconds. 


C. Remove the first key and insert the new 
(un-programmed) key. Start the vehicle. 


D. Observe the Security indicator. It should be 
illuminated as the key is rotated to the ON/RUN 
position, and extinguish after 5 seconds. The key 
is then programmed. Remove the new key, wait 15 
seconds then Re-Start the vehicle to confirm that the 
key has been programmed. 


Repeat the above procedure to add up to ten (10) 
keys. 


This vehicle was a pleasure to service, and 
should pose no special problems for the professional 
locksmith. The wheel puller is a necessary accessory, 
if you service many of these vehicles. If the “sight 
reading” procedure is interesting to you, get a copy 
of “The National Locksmith Guide to Advanced Wafer 
Lock Reading.” It will lead you to a more complete 
understanding of the art of reading wafer lock 
cylinders in most automotive and motorcycle lock 
cylinders. Wafer Lock Reading is a skill that requires 
practice. It is a skill of the Master Locksmith. 


“With the right tools, and the right training, 
they’re all easy.”
